Among other things which the 
Filhermen brought up, there were divers of thoje 
Marine Animals , which by Dr. Molyneux , Philof, 
Tranf. n. %2^. are taken for nondefcripts, and reler'dte- 
the Claflss of Scolopendra Marin<e y thefe our Filhermen 
call, Sea-Mice, and are deferibed by Rondeletsus, and by 
Mmfet % and Jabttjm, figur'd under the Tide of Phyfalm, 
but badly. I had like to have forgot obferving to you„ 
that the Female Cervtis Folans is pretty well reprefented 
by Moufet, in his firft table at the end of his Book, but 
without a Name, I have fent you one of them alfo, 
which was found in Coitu with the Male Elfe very diffe- 
rent. I (houid be glad to fee your journal to Paris, or 
any of thofe petrified Shells you found there, if you can 
fpare them* 



VIII, An Account of a young Man fain with Thun- 
der and Lightning, Dec. 11. 1698.- from 
Balph Thorcsby, Efp P«K, S. to Dr. Mar- 
tin Lifter, Fell. CoIL Fhyf. and R. S* 

JEremiah Skelton, who lived with his father Dante! 
Skelton, at Warley in the Vicaridge of Halifax in 
Torkjhire, observing a Storm coming, faid, I think it 
will be Rain, I will go and gather in foine of the Corn 
(a late Harvest, which has been very unkindly in (ome 
parts of the North) which was out a*: a Fafm they had 
in the Cold Edge t about a Quarter cf a Mils from their 
own Dwelling ; while at this Work, bringing in a Bur- 
den and calling it upon the'Barri-Floor, the Temped' be- 
gun 
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gun as be came forth again ,• whereupon he ftep'd afide 
tor ihelter within the Barn Door, and while there, was 
(truck with a dreadful Flafe of Fire; a young Woman that 
liv'd with her Father in the Houfe, that be Jong'd to this 
Farm, being fadiy affrighted with the Thunder and 
Lightning (tor pari oi the Sulphurous Matter came down 
the Chimney, and fih'd the Houfe with a ftrong Scent, 
like that of Gunpowder aftei Bring) the leaves the Houfe, 
and not feeing the young Man about the Barn, goes 
with fpeed and tells the Family he was related to, that 
ftie fear'd he was (lain. They came to the Barn and found 
it even Co : A (ad Spectacle, the young Man caft down 
and many Stones about him ^ he was laid upon his Face, 
wholly naked, fave a fmall part, of his Shirt about his 
Neck, and a very little of a Stocking upon one Foot, and 
fo much of a Coat-fleeve as covered the Wrift of one 
Arm, his Clogs driven from his Feet, one not to be found, 
and the other Cloven, his Hat not to be found after 
fearch, and the reft of his Garments torn into fmall 
Shreds, and caft at confiderable diftances one bit from 
another, the Hair of his Head and Beard ringed as tho' 
it had been with a Candle, and a little Hole below his 
left Eye, which they fuppofed might be made with the 
Fail upon a Stone, for there was a great Breach made up- 
on the Barn, the Door tops, both of Stone, broken, and 
the wall above them fali'n, with the Siare a id Wafer- 
Tables. The Young Man would have been Tw o and 
Twenty Years of Age next JW, is faid to h-vebeen fo- 
ber and hopeful, was buried at Luddenden die Mmday 
following, viz. Dec, a 6. 1608. 
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
